High Taxes 
To Remain

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—(2)— 
Continuation of the current high- 
level tax rates throughout next 
year was foreseen Sunday by Sen. 
George, Democrat, Georgia, the 
Senate’s top tax man. 

That goes for individual income 
taxes as well as corporation lev- 
ies, he told a reporter. There 
might be a cut in excise taxes, he 
j hinted, in order to spur produc- 
tion of items now bearing heavy 
special rates. 

The Finance Committee chair- 
man forecast “no substantial 
change” in rates other than ex- 
cises, citing two reasons: 

1. “The budget is very high— 
still entirely too high, and we 
must therefore raise as much rev- 
enue. as we possibly can raise.” 

2. The difficulty of drafting a 
thorough tax revision bill “of con- 
structive nature” to take effect 
prior to 1948. 

‘QUICKIE’ BILL 

One development which could 
throw George’s calculations out 
of kilter would be the election 
of a sizable group of congress- 
men committed to lower tax rates. 


In such an event, it is conceiv- 
able that a “quickie” bill might 
be enacted to take effect by mid- 
year.

This means the insured veteran 
in Georgia, Alabama, Tennessee, 
Florida and South Carolina will 
have any inquiries about his file 
standing in a line of only 100,000 
—while before the decentraliza- 
tion, it stood in a line of approxi- 
mately 20 million. 

“Under the new plan of split- 
ting files into relatively small 
groups, we hope to handle indi- 
vidual matters for veterans with 
speed and accuracy,” John M. 
Slaton, Jr., Deputy Administrator 
for the five States, said. 

Under the decentrelization pro- 
cedure, a World War II veteran 
in any of the five States may 
make payments on the NSLI 
policies either personally at his 
local VA office, or by mail to the 
branch office in Atlanta. 

All matters concerning NSLI 
for veterans in the five-State area 
will be handled in Atlanta be- 
ginning Aug. 7, when the branch 
office assumes final jurisdiction 
over the insurance policies for 


veterans in these States.

Mice have approximately the 
same stages of development as hu- 
man beings, only they live much 
“faster.” They reach sexual ma- 
turity in about two months, eor- 
responding to 14 years in a human 
being. Dr. Lorenz says the Bikini 
mice, judged by human standards, 
have lived several years since the 
first bomb explosion last month. 

All survived the explosion and 
none yet has shown any ill effects 
of the bombing. They munch let- 
tuce and eat their dog food con- 
tentedly. 

But it is too soon to determine 
percisely what effect the bombing 
had on their sex life, and whether 
they are sterile. So far no off- 
spring have been produced. 

But it looks like the Bikini mice 
are going to live their own private 
lives behind the aseptic curtain of 
science, so far as the public is 
concerned. 

Their life span is about two 
years. Every detail of their living 
during that time will be studied. 
The public won't be told about it 
until the scientists have had time 
to study and evaluate results. 
Then they will write the memoirs 
of the mice.

I suppose that within all of us there exists an 
inclination to take the path of least resistance. 
Appeasement of evil or avoidance of unpleas- 
ant conflicts, differences and fights, is a natural sort of instinct. 
It is never comfortable or easy to face an unpleasant job. When 
a people or a government drift* into that sort of-a situation the 
government and the people governed becqme, to a degree, decadent 
and accept with a sort of resignation corrupt officials and govern- 
ment. 
All of which leads me up to an expression of admiration for a 
young man in Government service. 
His name is Paul Porter. 
He is Administrator of the Office of Price Administration. You 
know it better as OPA. 
OPA has been unpopular with a great many Americans for a 
good long time. 
Any editorial writer could be sure of many letters patting his 
editorial shoulder if he sat down and let go both barrels at OPA. 


Porter Paul Porter was serving as the very efficient Chairman 

of the Federal Communications Commission, He had won 
the respect and admiration of all, even those who didn’t get what 
they wanted from the Commission he headea. 

The shortage of able administrators in Government is lamen- 
table. The American business and professional men who berate 
Government inefficiency and bureaucracy; who point out the men 
in bureaus dealing with important phases of our economy who 
have had no experience in the fields covered, must recognize a 
certain hypocrisy in their position. 

Men from their professions or specific business fields who have 
ability simply will not enter Government work. Every adminis- 
trator who does so becomes a target. Any wild’and eccentric Con- 
gressman can get up and call him funny or mean names and get 
away with it. Newspapers can hound him and make his life mis- 
erable. It isn't worth it. Or, so at least many decide. 

At any rate, it requires a man with courage and 
ability to stand the gaff in Government. 

Porter's FCC chairmanship was not without 
troubles. : e 

But, one day the President sent for him and asked him 
take OPA.

He was the man they needed.

Inflation OPA will not and cannot halt inflation. It is not 
supposed to do so. It treats not inflation,: but the 
symptoms, or the fevers which bring on inflation. 

If Paul Porter and his agency can keep your cost of living and 
mine from a general overall increase of not more than one-half 
of one percent a month over the leve! of last June 1, he will have 
done one of the greatest services in all our history. 

If he can prevent, through this siow-down of the cost of living, 
a break-through by the major unions, he will have done another 
great job. There are indications that both CIO and AFL leaders 
see what he is trying to do. They have not said so, but there is 
a chance they will be as reasonable as their rank and file will 
permit. 

A few foolish, unwisely led unions afe trying to push through 
exorbitant demands which will reduce the numberqof jobs in 
their field and will absolutely prohibit any new enterprise and 
creation of new jobs, with inflation as a false reason. 

OPA wants, more than anyone else, to see controls ended, But 
there are many rueful smiles in OPA as its executives consider the 
hypocrisy of at least part of the campaign against the agency. 

Production generally was up during OPA to better than peace- 
time averages. Production has been increasing in most consumer 
goods items each month. Removal of controls will not bring imme- 
diate increases. There was danger.that in the free competition for 
materials and goods, production might have been slowed down 
by some firms cornering materials and supplies. 

Supply determines production. 

All OPA can do is to try to hold price increases to a slow climb. 
Porter believes that within eight months production will have 
solved most of the problem. 


H Unless there are more strikes, unless there are irre- 
opes sponsible break-throughs in the wage structure, produc- 
tion will have us out of most of our trouble within the next 12 


months. 
What OPA will try to do is halt the leap frog game of wages 


and costs. i 
It has been a turbulent, rough and tumble fight. : 
And if Paul Porter, wno was willing to take the toughest single 

assignment in the United States just because someone had to do 

it and he could, doesn’t deserve the thanks of a grateful people 
~even those who hate OPA—then I don’t know anyone who does. 
All he could »ossibly get out of it was abuse, hard work and 


unjust criticism. ae 
Plus a certain satisfaction within himself that he had had the 


integrity to do it, : 

I could go on and say that this applies to all of us. If, in our 
respective communities and States, we are not willing to do the 
unpleasant jobs, to stand out against what Is wrong even though 
it leads te misunderstanding and criticism, we wont have very 
happy communities or States.

Altitude 80,000 Feet, 
Speed 1,500 M. P. H. 


A new rocket-propelled test plane is expected 
to travel at that speed, flying at that height, if 
predictions made by the Army Air Forces prove 

true. They were made in Washington last week. 
It is beyond human comprehension, that speed. It is akin to 
the rate of travel, through space, of the suns, the planets and the 
stars. 

It is 25 miles per second. A man-made machine which will travel 
from Atlanta to Buford in the time it takes the second hand of 
your watch to mark the passing of that minute period of time. 
A speed which would span the Atlantic ocean in two hours. 

We have read of speeds of 300 or 400 miles per hour. We have 
marveled at the time and tried, in vain, to make them compre- 
hensible. How much more difficult, then, to understand a speed 
four times as fast. 

The altitude, more than 15 miles. High in the stratosphere, that 
dim region far beyond the limits of an atmosphere suitable for 
life as we know it. a | 

The picture is fit only for a fantastic tale of scientification. 
The only possible pilot for such a ‘plane is Buck Rogers, of the 


comic strips. 

Yet we know, just a few hundred years ago, the 
And Yet— prophecy that man would some day travel at a rate 
of a mile a minute would have been just as fantastic to the people 
of that age. We cannot dismiss this forecast, ridiculous though it 
may seem to the layman, as impossible. 

Less than a month ago another serious prediction made. 
Somebody said the day was not too far distant when man would 
be able to travel, by rocket propulsion, to the moon. 

If to the moon, why not, a little later on, to more distant spheres, 
to the planets, to Mars and Venus, our nearest neighbors in the 
Solar system, first? 

(Though how, having flown from earth to moon, or planet, 
the human adventurer is to return, seems an unsurmountable 


problem.) ' 
Yet, knowing of the marvels man has made real, who can say 


anything is impossible for this miracle-performing little biped? 
Thousands of fiction stories have been 


Wells and Dunsany written on the idea of interplanetary 
travel. The writers have used every imaginable form of transporta- 
tion. There are magazines published regularly which contain such 
stories in évery issue. Pulps, to be sure, but good writing is to 
be found, sometimes, without regard to the quality of paper used. 

H. G. Wells, many years ago, wrote one such story. It was 
titled “Honeymoon in Space,” and told of the experiences of young 
newlyweds who traveled in a space machine, around the planets 
of the Solar system. On almost all they found creatures similar 
to mankind on earth. It is many years since I read it, and about 
all | remember is that the people on Venus had feathers, instead 
of hair, covering their heads. 

And all of us remember that other story by Wells, the story 
about fierce creatures from Mars who invaded this earth. We re- 
member it because it was the story which Orson Welles made into 
a radio melodrama and which, a few years ago, many radio listen- 
ers took seriously, believing the Martians had actually landed 
near New York.

1OSEPH ALSOP 
The Only Hope of the Future 


PARIS—On a single occasion during the war, the key question 
of our times was put to Generalissimo Stalin. Winston Churchill, 
with his accustomed boldness, asked the Soviet dictator how soon, 
if ever, he would relax his iron system and permit the Soviet Union 
apd its satellites to enjoy free intercourse with the outer world. 
stalin replied frankly that the wall between the Soviet system 
and the West could never be broken down until the Soviet standard 
of life could bear comparison with the living standard elsewhere. 

There is every reason to believe that Stalin’s answer was honest. 
And with the Soviet Union now committed to a new five-year plan, 
which channels most of its productive energy into military recon- 
struction, there is no reason to believe that a change in the rela- 
tions between the Soviet Union and the West will come in the 
near future. On the contrary, the evidence suggests that 
existing division will grow deeper and the existing tension will 
mount further’ 

The Soviet chot@e was made immediately after the Yalta Con- 
ference. Those who were present at Yalta are still convinced that 
Stalin was not indulging in double talk when he promised Churchill 
and Roosevelt the democratization of the Eastern European govern- 
ments. If that promise had been carried out, it would have implied 
a new, non-imperialist Soviet policy of building a better life within 
the Soviet Union and collaborating with America and Britain in 
all issues arising beyond the Soviet borders. But it was not car- 
ried out. Whether Stalin changed his mind or was reversed by the 
Politbureau, the promise was immediately broken. Within one 
week of the termination of the Yalta Conference, the grim Vishinsky 
appeared at Bucharest and by open menaces of force established the 
Groza government in Romania.

Warnings The story since that time should be familiar to every- 

one. At every international meeting, and whenever 
an opportunity has been offered at Moscow, Secretary of State 
James F. Byrnes, British Foreign Minister Ernest Bevin and other 
qualified representatives of the two countries have repeated the 
Same warning to Stalin and to Molotov. Soviet policy, they have 
pointed out, by dividing the Soviet system from the West and seek- 
ing at the same time to expand the Soviet system at the expense of 
the West, was simply laying the foundations of an anti-Soviet 
grand alliance of the Western powers. Their warnings have gone 
unheeded. The Soviets have persisted in their policy. And now 
no sensible observer at this so-called Peace Conference supposes 
that the great issues under discussion are much more than border 
disputes between the two systems, or ignores that the beginnings 
of a grand alliance already exist. 

Meanwhile, there are indications that the Soviet policy of mili- 
tary reconstruction at home and expansion abroad is encountering 
difficulties in execution. During the Mihailovitch trial at Bel- 
grade, for example, important non-Communist Eastern European 
leaders, such as the Bulgarian Minister of War. Gen. Velcheff. were 
laboriously implicated in Mihailovitch’s alleged crimes. This is 
taken to mean that in the near future a general liquidation of per- 
sonalities not regarded as dependably pro-Soviet will be considered 
necessary. The blood of its potential leaders may drown the opposi- 
tion in the Bals¢:an States. 

No less striking was Molotov’s recent demand for the immense 
total of ten billion dollars of German reparations from current 
production, which contravened the Potsdam agreement both as to 
the sum and the method of collection. Since the meeting of the 
Big Four Foreign Ministers there have been signs that although the 
two objectives are apparently contradictory the Soviet representa- 
tives will seek German reparations just as insistently as they seek 
opportunities for the communization of Germany as a whole. The 
obvious inference is that the Russian economy urgently needs this 
external assistance. 


Thus it is believed that there is little dan- 
Western Surrender ger of a final clash between the Soviet 
and Western systems during the next years, while the Soviets are 
preoccupied with rebuilding their military strength and tightening 
their grip on their satellites. On the other hand, it is obvious that 
when these processes are completed, the danger of war will be 
appalling if the world is still divided into the great hostile, armed 
camps. Indeed, war in the long run can only be averted by a 
change in Soviet policy or a surrender to the Soviet system by the 
West. 

The next years, and especially the moment when Stalin passes 
from the scene, will test the possibilities of a change from within 
Russia. Most observers here do not rate those chances very high. 
and some even contend that difficulties at home will drive the 
masters of the Kremlin, in the familiar manner of al! autocrats, 
to create further diversions abroad. If this conclusion is correct, 
the unity and strength of the West are the only hopes of the future.

The wiser leaders of labor know

great sand masses that lie beside the sea, ceaselessly building 
under the never-ending push of the winds from the sea, and cease- 
lessly moving, covering trees and fields, houses and villages and 
graveyards and then, years later, moving slowly on to bring them 
to light again. 

Kill Devil Hill, from which the Wrights flew, is one of them. 
And the great monument to the Wrights, with its inscription to 
their flight as a deed “conceived by Genius, achieved by Dauntless 
Resolution,” stands on it. But Kill Devil Hill does not stand now 
where it stood when the Wrights first flew. This great sand mass, 
known to science as an “aeolian deposit,” and to the natives as a 
whalehead, has moved from a quarter to half a mile in 43 years. 
To keep it from moving, along with its shining mates, right on into 
the Sound, scientists have tied it down with grasses. 

The names of the places are interesting. Kill Devil Hill got 
its name from the particularly vile brand of Medford rum the 
gentlemen of New England used to ship the thirsty locals. It 
was, they said, mean enough to kill the devil. The little town of 
Kitty Hawk, beyond the dunes, behind the windswept trees, was 
mamed for the Indian method of measuring the year. The wild 
geese or “hauks” came in the Spring and the white men along the 
banks shot them. “From Killy Hauk to Killy Hauk” was from 


Spring to Spring. 


Tricke Southward, at Nags Head, now a beach resort for 
ry well-to-do North Carolinians and Virginians, the older 
residents will tell you without shame that their locality got its 
name, folks say, from a bad habit of their piratical ancestors. On 
stormy nights they would walk a horse along the beach, a lighted 
lantern bobbing at its neck. Storm-wracked ships at sea, seeing 
the bobbing light, would think there was another ship there, and 
beating in closer to the shore would beach upon the sands, where 
the honest citizens of Nags Head would loot ‘the wreckage in 
great glee. , 

Here, if you pause to talk you will also hear the fabled story 
of Theodosia, the beautiful daughter of Aaron Burr and wife of 
Gov. Alston, of South Carolina. She sailed one day from Charles- 
ton, they say, to visit her father in New York and that was the 
last that was ever seen of her. But on the beach at Nags Head 
there floated, sometime after, a small ship, in perfect order,: with- 
out a soul aboard. Fifty years later, or thereabout, a mainland 
doctor, treating an old woman on the Outer Banks, saw on her 
wall a picture that came from this ship. It was the picture of 
Theodosia Burr. And still years later an aged vagabond of the 
sea, dying in a Michigan poorhouse, raved in his last delirium of 
a beautiful woman who begged for her life when a pirate crew 
seized her ship off Nags Head years before. 

What truth there is in that story, no one knows. Maybe much. 
Maybe no more than in that legend you will hear of the great ship 
that can be seen on stormy nights, running before the storm. with 
all sails set, with the flag of Elizabeth’s England at its fore-peak— 


the ship they call “Sir Walter Raleigh’s ship.” 
There is, of course, the fascinating story of the 


Dare Fable Lost Colony of Roanoke Island, on below, known 
to all and unnecessary to repeat. Out of it the fable has grown of 
the White Doe. The legend says Virginia Daré was turned into 
a deer by an Indian medicine man, and only a silver bullet could 
change her back to a woman again—that glorious fantasy of James 
Thurber’s called “The White Deer” has immortalized this tale. 

There are a thousand stories of the great old ships that come 
up from the sea to show their black, bare bones when the raging 
storms scour the banks on the seaward side. They are true, for 
the old hulks lie there for all to see. Near many of them on the 
dunes, sometimes revealed by the blowing sands, are the white 
bones of the men who died in them. Coast Guard records can 
name many, and the memories of old-timers can tell the story of 
others. But there is one that comes up and then disappeares which 
no man remembers. It was, they think, one of Philip’s galleons, 
from the days of Spain’s glory on the sea. 

At Ocracoke, Blackbeard the pirate died when an English naval 
lieutenant cornered the old sea-raider, whacked off his shaggy 
head with a cutlass and carried it dripping at the bowsprit of 
his ship back to the ancient town of Bath. 

There is a legend that in the old days the people of Nags Head 
were not the only ones along the banks who were not above help- 
ing to bring disaster to ships at sea. Modern bankers smile at such 
fables—and tell the story of Parson Starr, of the village of Straits, 
whose flock was starving. It was 1813. Crops had failed, the 
Sound was frozen and no one could fish. A British blockade shut 
off the coast from the sea. And Parson Starr arose to pray. “Oh, 
Lord,” he prayed, “if it be Thy will that a ship be wrecked along 
these banks tonight—let it be somewhere close by here.” As he 
finished his prayer, above the roar of the storm rose the cry, 
“Wreck ashore,” and the hungry citizens of Parson Starr’s church 
rushed to the beach to find a ship breaking up and her cargo 


floating ashore. It was laden with barrels of flour. 
Not all the stories of the Banks go back into 


City of Atlanta ancient history. This last war saw 27 ships 
sunk by German submarines off Hatteras, the roar and the flame 
audible and visible to the folks ashore. (The Government took 
a dim view, though, of the earnest salvage operations of the bank- 
ers. They came down and arrested people who had collected such 
items as refrigerators from the drifting wrecks.) There is the 
story of the Mirlo, and the City of Atlanta. In August of 1918 
the Mirlo, a British tanker, was torpedoed off Chicamicomoco 
Coast Guard Station, and in 1942, on almost the exact spot, the 
City of Atlanta was blown up and went down, to rest with her 
crew beside the bones of the Mirlo. On the same day, within an 
hour, bankers saw two other ships sunk and another crippled by 
submarines operating within sight of shore. 

And there is the story of Artis Bryant, Negro sailor born on 
Ocracoke, where his family had lived since 1835. For 18 years 
after he went to sea his family had nary a word nor a sign from 
him. Then, one night in 1942 there was a roar and a flame far 
off shore and some hours later a lifeboat grounded on the beach. 
“Where we at?” said Artis Bryant to a Coast Guardsman as he 
stepped ashore. The Coast Guardsman told him. Just 200 yards 
away was. his father’s house. 

Jim Baugham Gaskill’s story had a less happy ending. One 
night in March of 1942 his ship, the Caribsea, was torpedoed off 
Cape Lookout. Two days later, on the Ocracoke Beach near his 
home, his cousin Christ picked up a shattered fragment trom a 
ship. On it was fastened a framed mate’s license inscribed with 
Jim Baugham’s name. The family didn’t have to wait word from 
the Government then to know that Jim would not come home.

Federal Works Administration funds for engineering needs on six 
| major city street improvements costing $4,055,000 will be sought if 
| City Council today approves a resolution sponsored by its Public 


Works Committee. 


Raymond W. Torras, engineer- 


'secretary of the City Planning 
‘Commission, has released details 
of his studies as Council prepared 


to empower Mayor Hartsfield to 
sign papers necessary to obtain 
$141,925 for field surveys, plans 
and specifications for the projects. 

A previously approved Council 
resolution authorized Hartsfield 
to seek funds for mapping a 
North-South highway, but some of 
the projects included in Torras’ 
latest study could not be construed 
as North-South developments, and 
have prompted the new measure. 

The priority project on the 
latest study by Torras is the 
North-South artery, including a 
new viaduct west of the present 
Soring Street bridge. It contem- 
ptates development of Techwood 
Drive from Simpson to Cain 
Streets: Bartow Street from Cain 
to Marietta: the viaduct from 
Marietta Street to Mitchell Street; 
a Walker Street extension from 
Mitchell Street to Nelson Street. 
This is regarded as project A-l, 
under the Torras study, and 
would cost $1,362,500, according 
to estimates. 


Project A-2 would develop Nel- | 


son Street from Walker to Chapel; 
Chapel Street from Nelson Street 
to Leonard, and would provide a 
dual-branch extension of Chapel 
Street, one from Leonard Street to 
Park Street and the other from 
Leonard Street through a new un- 
derpass to Stewart Avenue at 
Wells Street. Estimated cost of 
this development is $762,500.

; Baseball's waiver rule is something many 

That Waiver Rule baseball fans have wondered about and 

marveled at through the years. A pitcher like Hank Borowy, unm 

claimed for the usual $7,500 waiver price, is sold by the New York 
Yankees to the Chicago Cubs for $100,000, 

“How could other American league clubs 
overlook such a bargain?” the fans ask. 

The answer is, of course, that Borowy wasn’t 
overlooked. The waiver system has to be under- 
stood to realize how such a thing could happen. 

For instance, a player whose name ap- 
pears on a waiver list doesn’t necessarily 
have to be sold for the waiver price. His 
name can be withdrawn time and again. 

It can be done until patience rewards the 

club owner who's trying to peddle him to 

another league for a whopping price. 

Red Smith, New York columnist, claims 

horse racing has a better system. Smith says: “Horse racing, a 
sport the baseball people make a hobby of snooting, can set base- 
ball an example in this regard. Any owner who puts a selling 
plater in a claiming race is ruled off the turf if he refuses to honor 
@ claim.’ 

Smith contends this should be made a rule in baseball and also 
that it should be required that all waiver lists be made public. He 
points out that the pressure of fan opinion would be brought to 
bear against the owner who asked waivers on a good player, or the 
one who passed up a chance to improve his club. 

Smith goes on to say—‘‘You have a pitcher like Borowy, and 
Jim Gallagher, general manager of the Cubs, offers you $100,000 if 
you can slip him out of the league. So you put Borowy’s name on a 
waiver list along with names like DiMaggio, Keller, Snuffy Stirn- 
weiss, Tiny Bonham and Johnny Lindell, fellows you wouldn't 
dream of selling for $7,500, as every baseball man knows. Chances 
are the first time you do this some other club will put in a claim 
for one or more of the players, so you withdraw the request for 
waivers. A little later you put out a similar list and if there are 
claims you withdraw it again. 

“There is no limit save your patience to the number of 
times you may ask waivers on a player and then yank him 
off the market. And if you're an operator like MacPhail, you 
will pursue a hundred grand with a patience that would make 
Izmzak Walton seem as impetuous as young love. You kegp on 
asking waivers again and again until your lodge brothers, 
knowing they can't buy any of these players at the waiver 
price and being in the dark as to which man you're trying to 
dispose of, abandon the fruitless gesture of making claims. 
Then you've got the green light.” 

There is no doubt that in the majors, particularly, the waiver 
rule has been abused and that many players have had no protection 


against the whim of employers. 
Thankless Job Recently. Carl East, who had a big. part in 

reorganizing the Georgia-Alabama Baseball 
League, resigned as President, giving the need for attention to his 
own business as the reason. 

The Carrollton sportsman had been a target of unusual criticism 
in a non-salaried job. 

As League President, East had been blamed because the stand- 
ings were wrong. He also had been criticized because the League 
hadn't received enough publicity. 

We happen to know that the official statistician of the League, 
with headquarters in Atlanta, has had a continuous headache since 
the season opened. The statistician also had been hammered for 
not having complete statistics available. The unreported box scores 
apparently are his fault, too. 

We sympathize with East, knowing of his interest in 
secing the League progress. We had a letter from him prior 

to the opening of the season. He wrote other writers. And he 

did get the League publicity. 

What he has to do with the standing, however, is be- 
yond us. 

That would be like Southern League directors giving President 
Billy Evans a dressing down if the position of the clubs were in- 
correct. Its not the President's job to keep the standings. Nor is 
it the President's job to handle publicity. 

It so happens that Southern League President Billy Evans per- 
gsonally supplies publicity but this is becauge of his old newspaper 
and syndicate connections. At heart he’s still a sports writer. 

Evans is the only league president we know who also takes care 


of the duties of publicity director. 

Alvin (Bo) McMillin and Wallace Butts
